James  Conner,  as  driver,  and 
a  colored  man  as  assistant,  went  with 
the  coach  to  the  designated  place, 
on  Washington  avenue.  A  young  gen¬ 
tleman,  very  respectably  connected,  and 
well-known  in  the  village,  rode  in  the 
carriage  und  gave  the  necessary  instruc¬ 
tions.  Arriving  at  the  house,  Miss  L  , 
tho  young  ludy,  made  her  appeurance  and 
was  assisted  by  her  frieud  to  place  in  the 
carriage  a  nnmber  of  small  articles  of 
baggage.  The  driver  and  Colored  man 
iu  the  meantime  went  into  the  house  and 
carried  out  the  trunk,  which  they  placed 
on  the  carriage.  At  this  stage  of  the 
proceedings  a  brother  of  Mis?  L  appear¬ 
ed,  and  endeavored  to  prevent  the  de¬ 
parture  of  liis  sister,'  handling  and  ad¬ 
dressing  her  very  rudely,  with  the  view 
of  getting  her  back  into  the  house.  She 
resisted  aud  refused.  Walking  across 
the  street,  under  tho  protection  of  her 
friend,  she  vowed  she  would  never  enter 
the  house  again.

L.  went  to  u  town  up 
the  Hudson,  where  she  was  expected  in 
the  family  of  a  relative. 

After- the  return  of  the  carriage  to  the 
stable  the  driver  made  complaint  against 
bis  assailoht  and  a  warrant  was  issued  for 
his  arfest  Ppon  a  charge  of  unprovoked 
assault.  Constable  O.  W.  Perry  endeav¬ 
ored  to  make  the  arrest,  calling  at  the 
house  on  Tuesday  evening.  He  was 
there  inlormed  by  the  father  (who  wa* 
absent  at  tbe  noonday  disturbance)  that 
he  was  ignorant  of  his  son’s  whereabouts. 
Shortly  afterwards,  however,  both  father 
and  son  appeared  voluntarily  before  Jus¬ 
tice  Hall  at  his  office,  where  a  temporary 
adjustment  was  effected,  surety  being 
furnished  that  the  defendant  would  ap¬ 
pear  for  a  hearing  when  wanted.

Kiesler  narrowly  escaped  a  painful  death 
by  falling  lrom  a  che  ry  tree,  in  her 
headlong  descent  jus^  missing  a  picktt 
fence.  She  wasbadLy  bruised  and  stunned 
by  the  fall,  but  Dr.  Waid,  who  was  sent 
for  immediately  has  discovered  no  bro¬ 
ken  bones  and  hopes  no  injuries  of  a  se¬ 
rious  nature  have  been  sustained. 


Unpaid  Assessment*. 

About  83,000  are  due  this  township 
for  sidewalk  pavements  and  planking  put 
down  by  the  Town  Committees  of  several 
years  ago.  Some  pjx»purty  owners  have 
refused  aud  evaded  payment  of  their  as¬ 
sessments  through  some  loop-hole  in  the 
old  sidewalk  law  under  which  the  work 
Was  Jons  and  the  assessment  laid.  The 
problem  of  finding  a  way  by  which  the 
township  might  collect  the  amounts  due 
bus  been  a  matter  of  discussion  at  seve¬ 
ral  redent  session  of  Town  Committee. 
Justice  and  protection  to  those  tax-pay¬ 
ers  who  do  not  shirk  their  assessments 
seemed  to  demand  that  summary  efforts 
should  be  made  to  collect  this  money. 
We  understand  that  the  Committee  have 
it  in  contemplation  to  adopt  a  plan 
which,  it  is  exp/*^ed,  will  bring  the  mon¬ 
ey  into  t’ue  treasury.  The  flagging  in 
^ont  of  the  property  of  A.  orMi.,  who 
have  not  paid  their  assessments,  is  to  be 
rt  inoved,  an  1  taken  possession  of  by  the 
authorities.  Other  owners  on  the  street 
who  have  paid  their  assessments  can  then 
muke^ipplication,  under  the  present  law, 
to  have  the  walk  relaid,  which  will  be 
tl-One,-  tfheh  a  new  assessment  will  be 
made  and  collected. 

This  se°ms  to  be  a  rat  her.*  roundabout 
and  somewhat  expensive  method.  Bnt 
there  is  no  disputing  tbe  fact  that  the 
town'  has  waited  patiently  a  long  time, 
and  onglit  to  be  paid  the  money  ad¬ 
vanced  for  these  walks.  As  a  simpler 
operation  than  the  pL  n  proposed,  an¬ 
other  might  be  suggested, — that  of  ap¬ 
plying  to  the  Legislature  to  legalize  the 
assessment,  already  made.  This,  if  it 
Could  be  done,  would  save  the  expense 
of  taking  rip  snd  relaying  the  walks. 

A  better  way  still,  in  our  opinion,-  is 
for  the  delinquents  to  come  forvtnrd  and 
p.iy  thes.*  assessments.-  There  is  nothing 
unrigbteons,  nor  even  burdensome  in  tbe 
demand.  Most  of  them  are  wealthy  and 
the  walks  are  in  the  central  portions  of 
the  town,  where  they  are  much  needed 
by  I  he  public.  By  paying  now  they  will 
escape  tbe  unplensaut  publicity  which 
must  ensue  if  much  longer  neglected. 


At  the  Town  Committee  Meeting  on 
Wednesday  eveaing,  C.  M.  Davik  of 
Bloomfield,  County  Superintendent  of 
schools  was  present  and  handed  in  the 
petition  of  J.  Mi  Hubbard,  Alfred  Tay¬ 
lor,  and  Sauraei  Holmes  for  a  change  iu 
the  boundary  Lutes  of  School  District  No. 
8.  It  seems  that  as  the  present  line 
runs  some  hoases  stand  one  end  in  one 
district  and  the  other  in  another,  Male 
the  residents  of  Speartown  do  not  have 
the  accomodation  they  deBire  and  are 
willing  to  pay  for.  Much  discussion  was 
had  upon  the  subject,  which  was  finally 
laid  upon  the  table  with  the  understand¬ 
ing  that  at  the  next  meeting,  the  matter 
should  b9  again  called  np  and  all  parties 
notified  when  and  where  they  will  be 
beard.  Meanwhile  the  surveyor  has 
bgen  instructed  to  draw  a  map  showing 
the  old  boundaries,  and  also  the  propos¬ 
ed  boundaries.
